ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AM)  DEATH  RATE  t COMPARABILITY 

FACTOR 

Local  birth  ratesare  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These  populations  are 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those 
who  have  no  influence  on  the  birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth 
rate  in  that  a high  proportion  of  then  in  a population  tends  to  lower,  and  a small 
proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion  \-dll  vary  in 
different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standardization  of  such  a factor 
will  give  a truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on  these  lines.  Multiplica- 
tion of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor  give  the  adjusted 
birth  rate  and  can  be  compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a similar  iray  to  the  above. 
The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population 
materially  affects  its  comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  and  also  adjusted  on  that 
account.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area  comparability 
factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile populations  in 
institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR/PTIBLIO  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1964, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1964- 


WATER: 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  water  supply  to  the  Urban 
District  of  Ralesworth  has  been  under  the  control  of  the  East  Anglian  Water  Company, 
The  principal  source  of  supply  continues  to  be  the  artesian  bore  at  the  Cited!  ston 
Street  Works  - this  is  being  supplemented  increasingly  by  water  from  the  Waterworks 

at  Walpole. 

Work  on  the  installation  of  a ring  main  around  Halesworth  has  been 
completed,  which  ensures  a supplementary  supply  from  Walpole  to  the  Bungay  Road  Tower, 
New  Headworks  are  being  constructed  at  Helton,  which  will  also  contribute  to  the 

Halesworth  supply  in  the  future. 


Bacteriological  reports  show  the  water  to  be  very  satisfactory  for 
drinking  and  for  general  purposes..

S SUn RAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 


The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  BramfielG  Road  continues  to  work 

satisfactorily. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  in  the  area  has  been  reduced  by  13  during 
the  year,  leaving  32.  This  reduction  is  due  not  only  to  connections  to  the  sewer  but 

also  to  the  closure  of  a number  of  houses. 

The  Bungay  Road/Broadway  area  to  the  North  of  the  Town  is  without 
sewers.  Whilst  there  are  few  houses  in  the  area,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  with 
any  large  scale  development  of  the  area,  that  foul  and  storm  sewers  will  have  to  be 
provided  and  that  the  difficulty  of  levels  might  be  overcome  by  connecting  to  the 
sewer  in  Fairview  Road. 

The  Sewerage  Works  which,  in  addition  to  the  sewerage  from  Halesworth, 
takes  the  sewerage  from  the  Villages  of  "Wis sett" and  "Holton",  has  dealt  with  the  total 
flow  of  these  three  places  fairly  adequately.  Samples  of  effluent  are  taken  at  regular 
intervals  by  the  East  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  River  Board  and,  the  results  have  shown,  to 
some  degree,  the  over locoing  which  has  occurred.  It  is  now  Known,  however,  that  the 
proposed  extensions  to  the  works  will  be  commenced  in  19G5,,  with  increased  capacities 
for  settlement,  digestion  and  drying,  together  with  the  provision  of  Storm  Tanks-  and 
these  extensions  should  be  able  to  cope  adequately  with  sewage  flow  for  an  appreciable 
period.

t 


Sludge  burning  has  continued  at  the  Works.  An  additional  burner  was 
improvised  during  the  year  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  with  throe  small 
improvised  burners  at  work  during  the  long  period  of  dry  summer  weather,  the  rate  of 

burning  kept  pace  with  the  amount  of  dried  sludge  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  degree  of  success  which  has  been  obtained  in  this  work,  has  beer, 
largely  due  to  the  ingenuity  and  application  of  the  attendant  at  the  Sewage  works, 
without  whose  interest  the  results  would  not  have  been  achieved.  Whilst  the  results 
of  this  experimental  work  are  satisfactory,  it  must  be  stressed  tha'c  the  burners  were 
improvised  from  any  material  which  could  be  salvaged;  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
carry  out  burning  all  the  year  round  unless  more  permanent  burners  are  made  together 
with  some  form  of  cover  for  the  dried  sludge  awaiting  burning. 

It  is  still  felt  that  burning  is  one  of  several  methods  of  dried  sludge 

disposal,  which  should  be  considered,  as  there  is  little  doubt  that  such  disposal  will 

become  an  increasing  problem  in  the  future  for  all  smaller  disposal  plants  with 
insufficient  output  to  attract  the  attention  of  Contractors. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING; 


A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made  hy  the  Council, 
employing  two  men  and  one  refuse  lorry.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tip  at  Molls 

As  was  stated  in  my  last  Report,  the  present  system  of  collection  has 
been  in  existence  for  a considerable  period  and  increase  in  the  amount  of  collection  has 
been  largely  offset  by  the  use  of  a larger  refuse  collection  vehicle  some  four  years 
ago.  Two  factors,  however,  affect  the  problem?  which  is  the  considerable  increase 
in  bin  contents  due  to  the  modern  use  of  pre-packed  articles;  this  is  a national 
problem,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  number  of  houses  within  the  Urban  Area, 
is  increasing  rapidly. 

The  first  problem,  that  of  bin  content,  might  be  overcome  by 
pulverization,  cost  of  installation  and  operation  of  machinery  would  prove  prohibitive; 
firing  of  refuse  can  cause  nuisance  from  smoke  and  smell  and  the  only  alternative  is  the 
use  of  controlled  tipping  with  the  increasing  problem  of  control  and  finding  suitable 
site  for  such  work.

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  daily  and  stormwater  gullies  are 
emptied  at  regular  intervals. 


RODEUT  CONTROL: 


One  of  the  Council's  Employees,  who  has  had  the  requisite  training,  is 
employed  part-time  by  the  Council  as  a Roden  Operator,  There  are  931  houses  in  the 
area  together  with  premises  comprising  commercial,  industrial,  entertainment,  educational 
and  miscellaneous  undertakings  and,  complaints  cf  rodent  infestation  are  dealt  with 
immediately.  During  the  year  38  minor  infestations  of  rats  were  dealt  with  and  two 
infestations  of  mice. 

DISINFESTATION : 

Disinfestation  service  is  available  and  again  the  principal  calls  were 
for  disinfestation  of  wasps  nests  and  disinfestation  for  ants  and  fleas.  31  Wasps  nests 
were  destroyed  and  there  were  four  requests  for  disinfes cation  for  fleas. 

It  is  noticeable  that  calls  for  disinfestation  service  are  decreasing. 
This  is  largely  due  to  greater  awareness  by  the  public,  not  only  of  the  measures 
necessary  to  combat  such  infestation  and  the  numerous  preparations  which  are  available 
for  this  purpose,  but  also  of  the  primary  causes  of  these  infestations;  Accumulation., 
of  garden  and  household  refuse;  manure  heaps  - animals,  of  all  types,  which  arc  net 
kept  in  a sanitary  condition  can  be  sources  of  infestation,  and  a source  of  continuous 
annoyance  to  the  neighbours  of  those  people  who  will  not  bother  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  prevent  infestation.

FOOD  PREMISES 


There  are  10  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  area  •• 
all  of  which  sell  prepared  ice-cream.  There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  purpose 
of  manufacturing  ice-cream.

114  inspections  of  food  promises  were  carried  out  during  the  /ear  and 
it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  on  only  two  occasions  was  there  cause  for  dissatisfaction. 
There  is  however,  one  aspect  of  food  handling  which  causes  some  concern  --  Shopkeepers 
do  provide  the  necessary  washing  facilities  in  food  shops  aid  employees  should  be  made 
to  realise  that  these  facilities  are  provided  for  their  use.  There  is  no  excuse 
whatsoever  for  pro— packed  or  open  goods  to  be  served  with  unclean  hands  and  it  is 
preferable  that  sandwiches,  confectionery  or  any  unwrapped  food,  which  is  not  going  to 
be  cooked,  should  be  served  with  tongs. 


MEAT  INSPECTION; 


There  is  no  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Council’s  area. 

Care  in  meat  handling  has  been  carefully  observed  by  meat,  traders  in 
the  area  and  there  have  been  no  occasions  when  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  action. 

As  in  other  Food  Trades  care  must  be  taken  at  all  times  in  such  handling  and  it  is 
noticeable  that  very  real  efforts  are  being  made  by  Meat  Traders  to  prevent  unnecessary 

handling  of  meat. 

HOUSING: 


During  the  year  63  houses  were  inspected  - 11  of  which  were  found  to  bo 
unsatisfactory  in  some  respects.  As  a result  of  informal  action,  the  necessary  repairs 
have  been  carried  out  at  each  of  these  houses. 

No  houses  were  demolished  as  a result  of  informal  action. 

2 Demolition  Orders  were  served,. 

3 houses  were  demolished  under  Clearance  Orders. 

24  new  houses  were  built  by  the  local  Authority  and 

20  houses  by  Private  enterprise. 

4 Standard  Grants  were  made  during  the  year  and 

2 Discretionary  Grants. 

In  my  last  Report,  mention  w as  made  of  the  House  Building  Scheme  which 
was  embarked  upon  by  the  Halesworth  Urban  District  Council.  This  Scheme  has  continued 
very  successfully  with  the  completion  of  an  additional  Contract  and  the  placing  of 
further  Contracts  for  the  erection  of  houses  for  sale  and  to  let.
